City Manager Jam es F. Parkin­

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Armistice Day, 1952, Brings Many Memories 


Fayette County, as usual, is duly ob­ 
serving Armistice Day. Many memories, 
both sad and joyous are revived tor hun­ 
dreds of families here upon this day. 
Except for two decades between World 


W ar I and World W ar II it has been the 
fate of Armistice day to be commemorat­ 
ed in the midst of war or when rumors 
of war are running high. 
If a generation be, as it is reckoned. 
years, then more than a generation 


r as passed since the first Arm istice Day. 
Toe young men now being drafted into 
the Arm y were not alive when World W ar 
I ended. Those who are now being called 
up for m ilitary service remember World 
W ar ll as lads. It is certain that past, 
present and potential combat men are 
a’’dent for peace. 
We live now in an intermediate state 


between peace and war. There is techni­ 
cal peace in Europe; there is an unde­ 
clared war in the F a r East. The United 
States is engaged in a great national ef­ 
fort to rearm itself and to rearm its al­ 
lies. This quasi-mobilization is disruptive 
of most of our normal lives. Who, whether 
eligible to service or not. can plan his 


future? 
On this Arm istice Day of 1952. in which 


we pause in reverence to our war dead 
remembrance alone is not enough Let us 
hold the valiant in tender recollect io n 
Let us remember November ll, 1918. when 
tne hearts of the peoples of the world 
beat with relief, gratitude and a new hope 
Without that hope, the hope of a per­ 
manent peace, true honor cannot be shown 
our dead, for in this hope their lives were 
given. If strength will work for peace it 
is our intention to be strong But material 
strength is insufficient.

When a person with a n e m i a 
needs extra iron in his diet, the 
mineral is frequently supplied in 
tablets. These must be used with 
care, as all medicines should, as 
there is some danger of poison­ 
ing from an overdose 
Of course 
the iron is not the 
same form as we find in a nail, 
but in the form of sulfate of iron. 
known as ferrous sulfate 
The 
tablets are chocolate coated, or 
candy coated, and children like 
them 
This is the danger. 


Needless Deaths 


In many homes where parents 
do not realize the possible danger 


th e se tablets are often kept out 
where children can easily reach 
them 
Parents would not allow 
this if they knew about the effects 
of iron poisoning. Too m a n y 
children 
have 
needlessly 
died 
from taking a large overdose of 
this form of iron 
After a child has taken too 
many of the pills, he becomes 
pale, vomits, and has severe pain 
in the abdomen He may collapse 
and have a collapse of the lung 
His skin may turn blue, and biood 
may sometimes be seen in the 
bowel movement 
It is not known for sure ex 
aetly how the iron causes these 
severe symptoms. It is believed 
that the drug corrodes the lining 
of the stomach, causing consid- 
j erable shock 
Symptoms of poi­ 


soning usually appear shortly aff- 
er the pills are taken. 
When it is discovered that a 
child has helped himself to this 
drug, it is advisable to make him 
vomit or to pump out his stomach 
Bismuth drugs 
that 
coat 
the 
stomach may also be taken by 
mouth in order to protect the 
stomach 
lining. 
The d o c t o r 
should always be called at once 
so that he can carry out the nec­ 
essary treatment. 
With good care and nourish­ 
ment. most victims of ferrous 
sulfate poisoning will recover. 


Safety First Rules 


Safety first rules are a “must ’ 
in preventing this type of poison 
ing. This can be done by keeping 
ferrous sulfate pills away from 
small children, and plainly mark 
tag the bottle “ dangerous” if used 
by older children or adults. 
Iron is a great benefit if taken 
according to the doctor s orders 
In kiddies’ hands, it can prove 
dangerous—even a killer

Answer: Usually, hair on the 
lip can be carefully and safely re­ 
moved by electrolysis.
